Mr. Tonolli. Thankyou. This will be a staff-led deposition, and members, of 
course, may choose to also ask questions. _If they do, they'll join by the Webex and you 
will see them, and I'll announce when they come on, okay. 

Now, my name ‘ i. I'm a senior investigative counsel with the staff. 
With me in the room [i a professional staff member. With us by Webex at 


this time are -- is Ms. Murphy on?

The Witness. Okay. 

a. Under the House deposition rules, neither committee members nor 
staff may discuss the substance of your testimony that you provide today unless the 
committee approves release. You and your attorneys will have an opportunity to review 
the transcript. We'll send it to you by email and you can review it to finalize it, okay? 


The Witness. Uh-huh. 
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a. Now, before we begin, I'm going to just describe a few standard 
ground rules. We'll follow the House deposition rules that we provided to you and your 
counsel that accompanied the subpoena that you received. Under the House deposition 
rules, counsel for other persons or government agencies may not attend, but you are, of 
course, allowed to have your own attorneys with you. And | see that you have three 
attorneys here today, and if | could just ask each of you to put your name on the record 
and spell it. 

Mr. Bean. Sure. On behalf of Mr. Budowich, we have the Abel Bean Law Firm. 
We have Christopher Dempsey to my left, Jared Burns to my far right. I'm Daniel Bean. 

And briefly, as we stated off the record, sir, Mr. Budowich objects to the instant 
deposition proceedings as the select committee is not properly and duly authorized in 
accordance with House resolution 503, as it is not comprised of 13 members, five of 
whom were appointed after consultation with the minority leader. 

Additionally, the subpoena to appear for the deposition was not issued after 
consultation with the ranking minority member. Mr. Budo -- Budowich, excuse me, also 
objects to the deposition proceedings as the subpoena reporting to compel his 
appearance does not further a valid legislative purpose, ancillary to the legislative 
authority but rather, serves a quintessentially law enforcement purpose reserved to the 
authority of the executive branch to which investigating facts, circumstances, and causes, 
as well as expose and punish alleged criminal wrongdoing as one of the current 
committee members mentioned in the past few days. The purpose was to turn 
information over to law enforcement for prosecution, which we believe is not proper for 
this legislative body to pursue, and therefore, it also violates the separation of powers 
doctrine. 


Lastly, Mr. Budowich obviously objects to the violation of constitutional rights for 
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the 4th and 5th. But with that, he understands his responsibility as an American citizen 
to cooperate with Congress, and he's here to do that to the best of his ability. Thank 
you, sir. 

=i. Mr. Bean, you introduced yourself and said that. Thankyou. | 
won't belabor the points you raised except to say that the select committee disagrees 
with the characterizations and the objections, but appreciate that Mr. Budowich is still 
prepared to testify here today.

It's the third row 
down in that box?

A No. 

Q If told you that's Katrina Pierson's phone number, could you tell by looking 
at the text that that makes sense? 

A | don't recall, but if you're telling me that, | don't think you're lying to me. 

Q Well, how about this, this might help jog your memory. If you turn to the 
second page of that exhibit, and you go down to a message that you sent that's in blue on 
December 22, 2020, at 11:35 p.m., do you see the message, "Who is doing the Jan. 6th 
rally"? 

A Yes. 

Q_ Allright. And do you see the response comes back to you with a Twitter 
handle for Amy Kremer? 

A | see that. 

Q  Doyou remember sending this message to Ms. Pierson and her telling you it 
was the Kremers? 

A | don't. 

Q- Allright. Do you remember why on December 22, 2020, you were asking 


who was doing the rally on the 6th? 
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A | don't recall. 

Q Could it have been related to Ms. Wren telling you about Ms. Fancelli? 

| don't recall. 

Q Did you have any other reason to be focused on the January 6th rally that 
you can remember at that time? 

A No. 

Q If -- right below there, on December 26th of 2020, at 7:09 p.m., you write, 
"Callme. Have big money for the rally on the" -- and then another message that says 
"6th." When you talk about big money, what are you referring to? 

A | don't recall. 

Q___ Did you know anybody else with big money related to the rally other than 
Ms. Fancelli? 

A | don't believe | knew Ms. Fancelli at this time. 

Q  Orknow of Ms. Fancelli? 

A If this references anything, it would be in reference to Caroline Wren, not a 
specific donor. 

Q_ This might help then. Why don't we turn to Tab 7in your binder. These 
are text messages, I'll tell you, produced by Ms. Caroline Wren. And if you see at the 
bottom there's a Bates number on that page. It is REVU and the number 724. Do you 


see that at the bottom right? 


A Oh, yes. 
Q Allright. 
A Well -- 


Q And your name and picture are at the top of the text chain. Do you see 


that on the first page? 
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A Sorry, I'm on the wrong page. Yes. 

Q Okay. Andso, in blue would be Ms. Wren's messages to you, and in gray 
would be your responses, okay? 

A Okay. Understood. 

Q- Allright. And you can match some of these up with the messages that you 
produced with Ms. Wren, although your productions didn't cover the entire time. You 
can match certain portions of these up. So if you'd like to do that, we can show you, 
but --

Q Now, do you see that at the -- on the first page of that exhibit -- 

A Oh, sorry, I'm way behind. 

Like | said, you can take the time to familiarize yourself 
with documents. But if you see on that first page underneath your name and picture, 
there's the date Saturday, December 26th at 11:25 a.m. She redacted certain personal 
non-related information so there's a block redacted. But then following there it says, 
"I'm at Julie Fancelli's. Guess what the budget is she just gave me for our bus project? 
You won't guess. $3 million." And then youdothe LOL. Do you remember now her 
telling you that Ms. Fancelli was giving $3 million? 

A | see it here. 

Q Okay. And does Saturday, December 26th, sound about right, based on 
your knowledge of your involvement in these? 

A Yes. 


Q_ Allright. Now, she refers to the budget for our bus project. At that time, 
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do you know what she was referring to, "our bus project"? 

A | don't. 

Q You don't have any recollection? 

A (Nonverbal response.) 

Q Going forward, what did you -- 

A Sorry, no. 

Q Going forward, what did you understand that to mean? 

A The raising awareness, the crowd-building aspect of the rally. 

Q Now, | can -- do you believe that you would have talked to Ms. Wren about 
Ms. Fancelli in the January 6th event prior to December 26th? 

A |don't recall. 

Q_ Certainly, she seems to suggest some familiarity by calling it “our bus 
project" at that time. Do you agree with that? 

A Yes. 

Q Okay. What do you remember Ms. Wren telling you, at least in the initial 


stages, about how she came to have discussions with Ms. Fancelli about the January 6th 


rally? 

A | don't recall. 

Q Did Ms. Wren tell you whether she, Ms. Wren, brought up the idea with 
Ms. Fancelli? 


A | don't recall. 

Q Did Ms. Wren ever relay to you what Ms. Fancelli -- what prompted 
Ms. Fancelli's interest in supporting the rally? 

A Not to -- not to my memory, no. 


Q Did the name Alex Jones ever come up in the conversation with Ms. Wren 
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about Ms. Fancelli? 

A Not that | recall. 

Q Did she explain to you, Ms. Wren, what Ms. Fancelli's vision, such as it was, 
was for the rally on the 6th, what she hoped to have accomplished with the money she 
was giving? 

A Not that | recall. 

Q Did Ms. Wren herself have any experience, to your knowledge, of organizing 
events like the rally on January 6th? 

A Not to my knowledge. __| mean, a rally with that many people, no. 

Q Why was Ms. Wren talking with you about the rally? 

A _ |--I don't know. 

Q You don't have any reason to know why she came to you and told you about 
it? 

A No, | mean, other than we talked -- would -- at this period, talked frequently. 

Q But particularly about the rally and calling it "our bus project," why is she 
talking about it with you like that? 

A | -- | don't know. 

Q Well, what sort of background or expertise did you have in helping to put on 
a rally like this? 

A There was a period where -- so Tea Party Express is known for bus tours, and 
we did bus tours all across the country. And she understood that to mean like putting 
people on buses to bus them in, which is not what we did. So in her mind, | was the bus 
guy, but it was a different kind of concept. 

Q Okay. So you see here that Ms. Wren produced texts from -- starting at 


least with December 26th with you. If we move to exhibit 3 in your binder, if you could 
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turn to that, if you look at the bottom right-hand corner, you'll see that it's marked by you 
as -- with Bates No. 1677. 

A Okay. 

Q Andon the front page of this, you see at the top, and this is a text message 
chain that you produced, it says the display name is -- and the phone number is I 
excuse ne, and then your email address. Do you understand that Il 
number to be Ms. Caroline Wren? 

A | don't, but -- 

Q If you note here, the first text that's shown here is December 29 of 2020 at 
4:00 p.m., sent by you, saying, "Can you please check in to get an ETA on wires." Do you 
know what that would've been in relation to? 

A Idon't. 

Q  Doyou know why you didn't produce text messages that predated 
December 28th of 2020 with Ms. Wren? 

A | don't. 

Q What search did you personally do to look through your materials to see 
what you had? 

A | didn't personally search. 

Q Have you reviewed the documents produced to see if they're complete? 

What do you mean? 

Q Have you looked through the documents you produced to see if they 
completely capture everything you have related to the requests in the subpoena? 

Mr. Bean. I'm going to object on grounds of attorney-client privilege. Any 
documents he looked at were in my presence. 


| It's not privilege whether he reviewed documents to see if they're 
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complete, as his obligation is personally to produce the documents.

Q_ --atthe very bottom, you will see a message that you send at December 30, 
2020, at 4:24 p.m. Do you see that at the bottom? 

A | do. 

Q And you start that message off with the acronym CW. What does that 
mean? 

A Caroline Wren. 

Q- Allright. And I'll just read it and then we'll -- I'llask. "You signed off on 
the plan. It was always a one-page RSVP form to capture data. The goal was always 
straight crowd building. If you wanted a full-on website, | would've told you to have 
Charlie do it." Who is Charlie? 

A Kirk. 

Q Going back to this, "He has a team on website people. But! also think 
you're 100 percent wrong in needing to get a website." Of course, the exhibit is right in 
the middle of it. I'll flip back to 7. But do you see after the exhibit label right in the 
middle the words rally, huge, and a website doesn't add any value to that goal? And I'll 
just stop there. Do you see that? 

A | do. 

Q Allright. So we might have to come back. | could find it in your -- in the 
ones with Ms. Wren. But if | tell you that the goal was to make the rally huge, does that 


sound right to you or that's the goal of any crowd-building effort?

If you will work on celebrating his accomplishments, what were 
you not willing to work on? 

A | don't know that it's an either or. 

Q_ Itwasn't. So atthe time that Ms. Wren told you about this event, did she 
describe it to you as celebrating his accomplishments? 

A | don't recall. 

Q But is that what you understood it to be?

Q Now, we looked at the President's December 19th tweet earlier at exhibit 2. 
Do you remember looking at that?

Q_ Sothe President's tweet didn't mention celebrating his accomplishments, 
did it?

Q Now, you were involved to help crowd building, | think you said, because 
Ms. Wren thought of you as the bus guy. Did you know at the time in those initial -- the 
initial day or soon thereafter whether Ms. Wren planned to involve any other 
organizations in helping to put on this rally on the 6th?

Q But she ultimately did involve other organizations?

A Got it. 

Q Okay. So this is the day after Ms. Wren tells you about the $3 million, and 
the President says -- tweets out, "See you in Washington, D.C. on January 6th. Don't 
miss it. Information to follow." Do you know what prompted that tweet? 

A | do not. 

Q_ Now, did you have any conversations at this time, when -- December 26th, 
27th, the first few days you're involved, with Donald Trump, Jr., about the rally? 

A | don't recall, but | don't believe so. 

Q How about with Ms. Guilfoyle? 

A | don't believe so. 

Q Did Ms. Wren give you the impression that Ms. Guilfoyle was involved at all 
in planning of the rally at that time? 

A No. 


Q___ Did you ever, in your work on the rally, get the impression that Ms. Guilfoyle 
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was involved in working on planning the rally? 

A No. 

Q How about with Donald Trump, Jr.? 

No.

Q And capable of doing the type of work you needed to get done to get people 
to the rally? 

A Correct. 

Q And what type of work were you looking to Tea Party Express to do to help 
you crowd build? 

A Advertising. 

Q What type -- 

A Paid advertising. 


And what type, in what medium or media?

What ended up happening was radio and digital advertising. 
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Q_ Now, from the review of your documents, tell me if it's wrong, but it looks 
like you initially proposed to Ms. Wren a $500,000 budget for Tea Party Express to do this 
advertising. Does that sound right? 

A | don't recall, but if it's in here then that -- 

Q Allright. Well, let's just look to get a sense of magnitude. 

Okay. Yeah. 

Q  Soexhibit 44. Allright. And you'll see at the bottom it's an email chain, 
and it's marked by you with the Bates No. 2, the first page is, and it's an email exchange 
between you and Ms. Wren. And at the top of that email exchange on December 26th 
at 5:32 p.m., it appears that you send a budget to Ms. Wren for $500,000. Do you see 
that? 

A Ido. 

Q_ And that mirrors up with the text messages we just reviewed earlier, Tab 7, 
where on December 26th you said, I'll send you a Tea Party Express budget. Is that 
right? 

A Yes, 

Q Okay. Now, did it end up being $500,000 that Ms. Wren directed to Tea 
Party Express to spend on this advertising, to your knowledge? 

A To my knowledge, no. 

Q  Doyou know about the magnitude that -- the amount of money that got 
spent by Tea Party Express? 

A My understanding, it was roughly $200,000. 

Q_ Andas part of that, it sounds like -- it appears that you were paid through 
Conservative Strategies $15,000. Does that sound right? 


A Conservative Strategies was paid $15,000, yes. 
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Q And Mr. Russo would've been paid too for his time and effort? 

A Yes. 

Q Now, in terms of the scope of services, this is the budget you provide, but | 
think it's helpful to look at exhibit 47, if you turn to that in your binder. And this isa 
document you produced, an email chain, and at the bottom it's Bates No. 1125. Doyou 
see that? 

A Yes. 

Q- Allright. Andinthe middle is an email on January 3rd of 2021 at 6:57 p.m. 
that you write. And if you turn the page to the back, you will see that your email is in 
response to Ms. Wren writing to you and others saying that she's, quote, "connecting 
everyone regarding the Tea Party Express crowd building efforts. For $200,000, we 
should be able to do some pretty significant pushes." Do you see that? 

A Yes. 

Q- Andthen your response on that first page, it says, "The plan remains the 
same" -- this is in the first paragraph -- "as what you requested/approved last week. 
Digital includes pre-roll, display, and text. 1st text went out Friday. 2nd goes out 
today. 3rdonTuesdaya.m. Rest of spend is on radio as requested." 

Does that fairly capture the efforts that Tea Party Express did to help crowd build 
for the January 6th event? 

A Yes. 

Q Now, when you talk to Caroline, you say, the plan remains the same as what 
you requested and approved. Was Caroline making the decisions so far as it went for 
the crowd building, to your knowledge, for January 6th? 

A When you say making decisions, what does that mean? 


Q Was she the person you had to get approval from to do the work that you 
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did? 

A She was the fundraising -- fundraiser who was directing funds. Soto raise 
the money she was, to my understanding -- | don't know if she was making the decisions 
or somebody above her. 


Q Fair enough. Did you ever talk to anyone other than Ms. Wren -- 


A | did not. 
Q_ -- about getting approval for your work? 
A | did not. 


Q Did she ever, at any point, talk to you about the particular requests of 
Ms. Fancelli or anyone else to whom she was reporting to for the direction she was giving 
to build the crowd for the 6th? 

A Not that I recall. 

Q You refer in here in this email to radio advertising, and you talked about it 
earlier in your testimony. 

A Uh-huh. 

Q_ That radio advertising, fair to say that Kay Rivoli, R-i-v-o-l-i, cut a few 
different ads to put on the radio to advertise? 

A | believe it was only one, but, yes. 

Q Did you help draft the script for that? 

A  ldid. 

Q And then the digital, you call it pre-roll, display, and text, that digital effort, 
so everything other than the radio, is it right that went through a company call Go BIG 
Media? 

A Yes. 


Q_ And if we look at exhibit 52, if you turn in your binder, in a document you 
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produced, the first page is Bates No. 1159, it's an email chain. The initial email is an 
invoice from Go BIG Media sent to you that you then forward to Sal Russo. Do yousee 
that? 

A | do. 

Q___Inthat invoice, you can flip through the pages of this email exchange, but 
the top line number of the invoice is $109,479. Do you see that? 

A | do. 

Q Is that the total amount, to your knowledge, that Go BIG was paid for its 
efforts? 

A That sounds right. 

Q_ Allright. Andso this invoice captures the work they did or that they 
invoiced? 

A Yes. 

Q_ Allright. So if we go through that on the second page, the first item is 
listed as media production, and it's video production and HTML design. So to your 
knowledge, did they create at least a couple videos, one or more, to help promote? 

A To my memory, yes. 

Q Okay. Did you help in creating those videos? 

A Yes. 

Q_ Thenext one is a website -- excuse me, web design, under that website. 

A Uh-huh. 


Did they, Go BIG Media, create a website?

A splash page. 


Was that called RallyForTrump.Com, to your memory?

Yes. 
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Q_ Thenext entry is service, and under that is listed the term "data." What 
does that refer to, to your knowledge? 

A | don't recall. 

Q The next for $70,000 is what they call digital media buy, pre-roll plus CTV 
media buy. Do you know what that means, those words? 

A A pre-roll is a video that runs before a video that you're watching online. 

Q And CTV media buy, what does that mean? 

| don't know what that means. 

Q_ Thenext is a $30,000 entry, and it's labeled as service and then P2P texting 
campaign. Do you know what that is? 

A | believe P2P stands for person-to-person texting, so it's the texting 
promotion. 

Q So would've been in your email we looked at earlier, Tab 47, when you were 
describing the three texts that went out or were planned to go out. Is that right? 

A Yes. 

Q- Allright. Andinthat email, but to your memory, do you remember that 
roughly there was an area around the District of Columbia, or D.C., that it was targeted 
for the text to try to get people who were relatively close. Is that fair? 

A Yes. 

Q  Anddoyou know where the text numbers came from, who the people were 
that were being reached? 

A The request was to identify high-propensity Trump rally goers. So you 
usually can pull a list like that of somebody that's attended a rally before or expressed 
interest in a rally before. 


Q_ And if we flip back to -- and thanks for keeping up with the flipping. But if 
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you flip back to exhibit 47, and you go to the first page of that email. 

A Okay. 

Q You see at the top an email from Megan Powers, who you talked about 
earlier, writing on January 3rd at 9:18 p.m., and she, you know, says many things but | 
want to focus your attention on the second and third paragraphs. And she says, "As for 
additional crowd raising, MCI can do GOTV calls to PA/WV/NC/VA. They can formulate 


it around a budget." Now, did you -- did you know what MCI was? 
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[10:57 a.m.] 

The Witness. | did not.

Q Did you have any involvement with whether NCI did any efforts on crowd 
building? 

A Not to my knowledge, no. 

Q_ Thenext that Ms. Powers says is, "Gary Kobe's company does P2P texts. | 
spoke to him briefly today, and he said they could rent a lift." 

Do you know who Gary Kobe is? 

A Ido. 

Q And who is he? 

A He is the -- he was the -- | don't know what his title was, but the digital guy 
for the reelection campaign of President Trump. 

Q To your knowledge, did he do anything in relation to helping to build the 
crowd for January 6th? 

A Not to my knowledge. 

Q_ Now, the Rally for Trump website, you called it a splash page. What does 
that mean?

A To collect RSVPs of people that want to attend the rally. 
Q And with that information, what would be done with the RSVPs? 
A To remind the people that the rally's here. 
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Q Provide them instructions, too, about where to go? 

A Arrival instructions, yes. 

Q_ Andso, if we look at tab 51, it's one page. Does that appear to be the Rally 
for Trump splash page? 

A It does. 

Q- Allright. 

Now, you talked earlier, Mr. Budowich, about how your involvement was to 
celebrate the President's accomplishments on January 6th. Is that right? 

A Yes. 

Q_ And that that was Tea Party Express's goal as well? 

A Yes. 

Q Now, if we look at this splash page for RallyforTrump.com, it says at the top, 
"Stand with the President on January 6th." Do you see that? 

A Yes, 

Q And then just below that is a tweet from the President that he sent on 
January 1st of 2021 at 2:53 p.m. Do you see that? 

A | do. 

Q I'm going to read the text of that tweet. "The BIG" -- and "BIG" is in all 
caps -- "Protest Rally in Washington, D.C., will take place at 11:00 A.M. on January 6th. 
Locational details to follow. StopTheSteal!" 

Do you see that? 

A | do. 

Q  Doyou see anywhere in that where the President is saying that January 6th 
is to celebrate his accomplishments? 


A | do not. 


Q_ And if you go down below, there are event details directing people to the 
Ellipse and the date andtime. And then it says, "Join the Fight," above the RSVP 
information. 

Do you see that? 

A | do. 

Q- Allright. And when it says "the fight," what does that have to do with 
celebrating the President's accomplishments? 

A It's anormal word and phrase to use to promote a rally. 

Q_ Fair enough. But in terms of, in context of celebrating accomplishments, 
what does the term "the fight" have to do with that? 

A Again, it's a normal -- | have done probably 300 rallies, all peaceful rallies, 


and used a phrase like that every time. 


Q_ Those rallies were in what context, or what timeframe are we talking about? 


A From starting in 2011. 

Q_ Forelections? 

A For elections, but, no, not just for elections. 

Q When you say "not just for elections," what else? 

A Just political activity, political advocating on issues. 

Q Okay. So, with this splash page, what was there to fight about on January 
6th still?

Now, if we flip to the back page, so we can start the chain, I'll just direct your 
attention to the first email, and it's from you to Mr. Russo on December 29th of 2020, 
and the subject is the "Rally landing page draft." 

Now, is that reference to RallyforTrump.com? 

A | believe so. 

Q  AndMr. Russo responds to you at 1:45 p.m. on that same page, you can see, 
and he has three questions. The third of his questions is, quote, "Do we need to explain 
a little more of the purpose?" 

Do you see that? 

A Yes. 


Q And then if we flip back to the front page, you respond to Mr. Russo at 1:50 
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p.m. And in your second paragraph -- I'm just going to read it -- you say, "I think it could 
explain a little more about the purpose" -- and when you say "it," you mean the splash 
page? 

A Correct. 

Q Continuing on, "but not sure it needs to go overboard -- mostly because 
there are plenty of reasons people want to go. Most of which we don't want to get 
into." 

So when you say there are "plenty of reasons people want to go," what are those 
reasons, to your understanding, at that time? 

A | don't recall what | was referring to. 

Q = And when you said "most of which we don't want to get into," what did you 
mean by that? 

A | don't recall. 

Q Okay. 

Mr. Russo responds at 1:57 p.m., and in the second paragraph says, "Since people 
are coming for different reasons, | know it has to be vague. How about something like 
"Show President Trump That Americans Stand Behind Him'? Consistent with our ad 
language and will cover people who want the election overturned to those who just want 
to say you did a helluva good job." 

Do you see that? 

A | do. 

Q Now, the language that Mr. Russo suggests about "Show President Trump 
That Americans Stand Behind Him," when we looked at the splash page, it did say, "Stand 
with President Trump." You saw that? 


A Yes. 
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Q Now, he refers to "people who want the election overturned" and "those 
who want to say you did a helluva good job." 

And when you said, "there are plenty of reasons people want to go, most of which 
we don't want to get into," between the two he says there, Mr. Russo, the one about 
"helluva good job" is consistent with you talking about celebrating the President's 
accomplishments, right?

Now, the first paragraph, if you'll see, just so we can make sure we're on the same 
page, "Vice President Pence was sued Sunday by Rep. Louie Gohmert -- that's 
G-o-h-m-e-r-t -- a Republican in Texas, "and several other Republicans in a far-fetched bid 
that appeared aimed at overturning President-elect Joe Biden's election win."

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A | think that's accurate. 

Q_ And it seems to match up with the text that you shared with Tyler Bowyer 
that we just looked at? 

A | think so. 

Q You don't know who your PA guy was with 30 buses? 

A | don't recall. 

Q  Doyou have more than one PA guy who would have buses? 

A | don't know that | have a PA guy. 

Q How would you have received messages at this time? Either through your 
phone? On your texts? 

A Or phone calls. 

Q  Oremails? 

Or emails, yes. 

Q_ Allright. We've not received any emails or communications with anybody 
about these Pennsylvania buses, so this would be -- so, you know, again, we'll come back 
to this at the end, but I'm just saying for the record we've not received anything to that 
effect, okay?

And the email exchange, it's an email that 
Ms. Wren forwards you on December 31st of 2020 at 1:57 p.m., and the title is 
"Suggested" -- or subject, rather -- "Suggested list order and groups." 

Do you see that? 

A Yes. 

Q  Anddo you see that the first email in this chain is from someone going by Ali 
A. with an email handle] «= Do you know who that was? 

A |donot. 

Q Could it be Ali Alexander? 

A That would make -- that's possible, sure. 

Q- Andit's him writing to Ms. Wren. And his email says, "Groups involved in 
March to Save America." And he lists there at the bottom -- he says, "How | would 
phrase it onthe website: ‘Participating coalition partners." And he lists 10 groups, 
including Stop the Steal, WildProtest.com, Women for America First. 

Do you see all those? 

A | do. 

Q  Andthen Ms. Wren forwards it to you. And your response at 1:57 is, "Kk. 
Website will be ready in 2 hours." 


Do you understand that to have been you talking about the Women for America 
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First website? 

A | don't. 

Q Did you work on any other website where there was a list of coalition 
partners? 

A | was working on the splash page for Rally for Trump. 

Q  Wecan go through all your texts, but the splash page, did that have a list of 
coalition partners? 

A No, it didn't. 

Q Okay. So, when you talk about the "website will be ready" and she's 
sending you the list of coalition partners -- 

A But, with the timing of all this, | don't know that | was specifically referring to 
the Women for America First website. 

Q Okay. 

A It's possible. 

Q Was there any other website you worked on that had coalition partners? 

A No. 

Q  Sodid you understand at that time -- so this is in late December -- whether 
there was any, what I'll call "drama," for lack of a better word, between the Kremers and 
Ali Alexander? 

A | know the Kremers were involved in a lawsuit. | don't remember who it 
was with.

5:52 p.m., Ms. Wren sends you a link to a site, some internet site. Do you see that? 
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A Yes.

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And your response is, "Is this from the kremer group or did you go ahead and have

And her response is, "it's from Ali it's just an example you need to pull the bottom 


list of partners though. He also said he's happy to send you the files if you'll want to 
build off this."

A Katrina's, which was a slimmed-down, very-narrow-scope speakers lineup. 

Q Okay. Were Ali Alexander and Alex Jones on that list from Ms. Pierson? 

A Unlikely, but | don't recall. 

Q_ Now, if we look at exhibit 22, if you could turn to that, it's a text exchange 
that you produced. It has the Bates number 1646. 

And you see at the top, you see Katrina Pierson's number. Do you see that, the 

BB umber that's been showing up? 

A Okay. 

Q Yeah. And below that, | can represent to you that is Hannah Salem's phone 
number. | think you said earlier that you know Ms. Salem? 

A She was a campaign staffer. 

Q_ And if you see, the first text message that Ms. Pierson sends in that 
exchange is at 3:35 p.m. on January 2nd. __ It's a link to a Daily Beast article that appears 
to be titled "Trump Plans to Fight the Election Even After 'Stop the Steal’ Rally Ends." 

Do you see that? 

A | do. 

Q She then sends a quote at the same time that says, "'May God have his 
vengeance on the Hotel Harrington,' Ali Alexander, a lead organizer of Wednesday's rally, 
said in a Twitter video Monday," close quote. 

And then Katrina says, "Hannah -- do we have anyone tracking these comments to 
make sure Jan. 6 surrogates aren't blindsided?" 


The quote attributed to Mr. Alexander, is that of the nature -- when you say that 
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he doesn't speak about politics the way you do, is that an example of Mr. Alexander 
speaking in that way? 

A Yes. 

Q And that Daily Beast article, if you turn to tab 23, do you see that that's the 
Daily Beast with the same title, "Trump Plans to Fight the Election Even After 'Stop the 
Steal’ Rally Ends"? 

A | see that. 

Q_ And it has the date January 2nd of 2021? 

A Yes. 

Mr. Bean. You all right?

Q Now, did you have any concerns, Mr. Budowich, at this time in the mere 
days leading up to the event, about reports of potential violence in D.C. at the event or 
during the day of the 6th?

A | don't recall. | mean, sadly, there's been violence in D.C. for the last year 
and a half.

Do you remember reading this at the time? 

A | don't. But! wouldn't rely on the Daily Beast for accurate reporting or 
honest reporting about Trump people. 

Q_ Ms. Pierson sent it to you, though, right? 

A She did. 

Q  Doyou remember being aware of other reporting that you consider accurate 
about potential for violence -- 

A | don't recall. 

Q- --on January 6th? 

A Sorry for over- -- 

Q__ So, if you carry over to the next page, the first full paragraph is the quote 
that Ms. Pierson sent you: Quote, "'May God have his vengeance on the Hotel 
Harrington,’ Ali Alexander, a lead organizer of Wednesday's rally, said in a Twitter video 
Monday." 

So that's where it came from. Do you see that? 

A Well, even this characterization that he's a lead organizer. Have you seen 
examples of that?

Ms. Wren, you see, writes at 2:05 p.m., "Can we go ahead and publicize the 
following speakers on the website?" 

Do you see that? 

A | do. 

Q Included on that list, near the bottom, is Ali Alexander. Do you see his 
name? 

A I do. 

Q- Allright. Also onthe list is State Senator Doug Mastriano. Do you see 
him in the middle? 

A I do. 


Q Do you know, again, how he got on that list? 
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A | do not. 

Q Did you have any conversations with his staff or with him about appearing 
on the 6th? 

A Not that | recall, no. 

Q_ Roger Stone is also on the list at the end. 

A Okay. 

Q  Dovyou see that? 

A | do. 

Q Your response at 6:37 p.m., this was you writing back to Ms. Wren when you 
saw this list? 

A Yes. 

Q And does this email response from you accurately capture how you felt 
when you saw this list? 

A Yes. 

Q_ Allright. So I'll read from it. 

"| thought my text was clear earlier. Gonna that help Kat and Justin if they need 
it" -- and I'll stop there.

That's -- when | first became aware of him, that's what he went by. 
Q- Allright. So how are those two gentlemen, Ali Akbar and Alex Jones, 
destructive to what the President is working toward? 


A | -- so, if | may answer this in a little bit more extensive way. 
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You asked originally about my college experience. | have some college. That 
college is the American University in Cairo, Egypt. | was there from 2009 to 2011. And 
it informs my entire involvement and reason | got involved in politics. 

| asked a cab driver at one point, "What needs to happen in Egypt for Egypt to be 
prosperous again?" And he thought for a second, and then he said, "Egypt needs to 
burn to the ground and rise like a phoenix from the ashes." __| kind of rolled my eyes and 
said, "Okay, buddy." 

And there | was, about an hour later -- or a year later, on an evac flight, looking 
out the window as a city geographically the size of Los Angeles, the density of New York, 
was literally on fire. 

America has problems. The solution to the problems isn't that it needs to burn 
to the ground. We have the ability to effect change. 

And | came back to the United States, got involved with Tea Party Express. And 
that's informed my entire political engagement since, is that through peaceful action we 
can effect tremendous change. And we saw that, in my opinion, through President 
Trump and what he accomplished during his administration. 

How Ali Akbar and Alex Jones speak about political engagement run contrary to 
my belief of how we should act and how we should be involved in political discourse. 
And it creates -- often creates a distraction that allows opponents to -- that prevents 
political success. 

Q And that's a powerful, you know, history and understanding why you got 
into politics and do what you do. And you started with talking about how the cab driver 
said that Egypt needed to burnto the ground. And is that, in a sense, what you think Ali 
Akbar and Alex Jones were promoting? 


A | -- | can't speak to what they believe. 
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Q But why are they -- you have to explain, why are they different than you? 
What about their rhetoric is different than you, that makes you think they're destructive 
to what the President was --

A Again, | -- I'm happy to come back with a list of tweets that | don't agree 
with, but | can't -- | don't know specific words that they've said or phrases that they've 
said. | have admitted the quote that you said is an example of that. If you want to 
provide more examples, I'll opine on them, | suppose. 

Q But the point you were making as you describe it and explain to Caroline in 
private message is that it's destructive to the President's purpose and that it's not about 
peaceful actions. 

A Because you have articles like this Daily Beast article that are written. 

Q What does the Daily Beast article have to do with it? 

A They portray Trump supporters in a light that | don't agree with and don't 
believe is accurate because of things that they say, that quote being one of them. 

Q_ The quote from Ali Akbar talking about vengeance on Hotel Harrington, 
right? 


A And just to be clear -- yes, that's the quote, but | don't know what Hotel 
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Harrington is. 

Q Fair enough. 

And you say it's terrible for Don and Kim to share a stage with -- that is, with Ali 
Akbar and Alex Jones, right? 

A Correct. 

Q_ And, at that time, did you understand Donald Trump, Jr., and Kimberly 
Guilfoyle to be appearing at the January 6th rally on the Ellipse? 

A | knew that it was a possibility. 

Q- Allright. Atthis point, had you discussed with either of them the possibility 
of them appearing on the stage with Ali Akbar and Alex Jones? 

A | don't recall. | don't remember having the conversation with them 
directly. 

Q Do you know of other people who were? 

A _|don't recall. 

Q Now, if you look at exhibit 34, it's a text message you produced. It's Bates 
stamped, the first page, 1596. 

A Let me catch up to you. One second. 

Q Yeah. No problem. 

A I'm here. 

Q Okay. You see the Bates stamp 1596? 

A | do. 

Q_ And, at the top, the phone number is ae. And | can represent 
to you that's Justin Caporale's phone number. 

A Okay.

Q And we'll get to the "potus nixed" part of this, but just for now, did you 
understand that Ms. Pierson met with President Trump to talk about who would be 
speaking?

Just for the record, what's that acronym mean? 

A Donald J. Trump for President. 

Q Continuing on, "This is that x10000 cause no one actually works for anyone 
after tomorrow." 

What you do mean by that? 

A You have a bunch of different groups that aren't accountable to any one 
person, | suppose. 

Q_ And you say "after tomorrow," and you're writing this on January 5th. Do 
you see that? 

A Correct. 

Q What did you expect at this point to happen on January 6th?

Ali Alexander and Alex Jones be a part of this.

Do you remember how many people RSVP'ed for the event through these 
websites?

She's mad until 
she finds something new to get mad about." 

And then Katrina responds, "She was fine at the end because she knows Caroline 
did this." 

All right. So, starting with when Katrina refers to "Andy," is that Andy Surabian? 

A Surabian. _ It's fine. 

Q And when Katrina refers in her first point to, quote, "her crazies" do you 
understand that to be a reference to Caroline Wren, the "her" part of that? 

A | don't know. 

Q  Youdon't? When you read it, you can't tell who she's referring to? 

A I'm unsure. I'm not -- given it says "her," she said it's Caroline in the next 
line.

So getting ahead of what? Reporting on whether Donald Trump, Jr., was paid?

Q = And who would you be burying? 
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A | don't recall. 

Q Andhe responds -- or, rather, Arthur Schwartz responds, "#metoo." 

Are you aware that Ms. Guilfoyle has a company called Tru, T-r-u, Media? 

A It sounds familiar. 

Q_ Andare you familiar that, when she appears at Turning Point events, will 
invoice Turning Point through TruMedia for her speaker's fees? 

A | don't think | have any firsthand knowledge of that. 

Q Has she ever told you about that? 

A Not that | recall. 

Q Do you know what her going rate is for speaking at Turning Point events? 

A |donot. 

Q So you didn't know that she was arranged to be paid $60,000 for her and 
Donald Trump, Jr., to speak on January 6th? 

A I'm not familiar with that. 

Q Okay. 

So we talked about the march to the Capitol. So, focusing on January 6th, the 
day of, as of that day, did you have any reason to think that Alex Jones or Ali Alexander or 
Roger Stone, those three gentlemen, had been in touch with the White House about 
leading the march from the Ellipse to the Capitol? 

A | am not aware of -- no. 

Q_ Anddid you have any personal expectation, coming into January 6th, that 
the President himself would be marching to the Capitol? 

A | didn't have any expectation. 

Q Anybody told you that he planned to do that? 


A | believe | knew that there was a possibility. Again, the march was kicked

A Understood. 

Q And what you were tweeting to Katrina to show her? 


A What | texted did Katrina to show --

And her response: "OMG," oh my God. 


And you respond, "Sounds like what Caroline would tell him."

House -- people within the White House, that because of her, she'd kept the President 
from being affiliated with Ali Alexander and Alex Jones? 

A Not that | recall. 

Q_ Soif we look at exhibit 67, | will just tell you, these are text messages, a 
collection of them produced by Ms. Pierson to certain people. And you see at the top 
on the first page, which has a Bates stamp of Pierson 664 at the bottom right, and it's 
from January 6th, and the first text message you see is with Max Miller at 2:18 p.m.? 

A Uh-huh. 

Q_ And she's telling Mr. Miller, "And this is why | fought so hard to keep certain 


people off that damn stage." And notably, this is when the attack on the Capitol is 
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ongoing. And Mr. Miller's response is, "This is looney tunes." 

And if you flip the page, "Good news is that | was able to keep the crazies off the 
stage. | stripped all branding of those nuts and removed videos of all of Caroline's 
psychos so nothing could touch POTUS directly." And Max responds, "Thank God." 

And then Katrina continues on, "Hence my relentless frustration with Caroline." 
Mr. Miller responds, "She's awful." Katrina says, "Well, | had officers there to escort her 
ass off the property because she was going to try and get at least one on the stage. 

Over my dead body was that happening." 

Mr. Miller responds, "She always tries to fuck everything up." And Katrina says, 
"This would've been worse. That's afuck-up. This would've been Trump planned it. | 
didn't know what was going to happen at the Capitol. | knew it wouldn't be good, and 
that's why | could not be flexible at all on this one." 

Did Ms. Pierson ever share with you those feelings about thinking that something 
bad was going to happen at the Capitol? 

A | don't recall. 

Q Did you share those feelings prior to January 6th? 

No. 

Q Do you understand what the reference is to Katrina having -- trying to have 
officers escort Ms. Wren off the property the morning of January 6th? 

A | don't recall. 

Q Allright. So if you continue on to the next page, it's Bates stamped Pierson 
674. It's a text message between her and Mark Meadows. Do you know who 
Mr. Meadows is? 

A | do. 


Q Right. Soon January 6, 2021 at 2:40 p.m., she's texting him to say, "Note, | 
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was able to keep the crazies off the stage. | stripped all branding of those nutty groups 
and removed videos of all the psychos. Glad it" -- it means | -- fought it." So similar to 
what she said to Mr. Miller, right? 

A Yep. 

Q_ Andsothe psychos and nutty groups is a term you had used about -- you 
had seen a text message where you used -- 

A | don't know that | used psychos, but -- 


Q Nutty groups. 


A -- nutty. 
Q Yeah.

Q Do you agree with the sentiment Ms. Pierson was saying here about keeping 
them off the stage and not affiliated with the President? 

A | do think that there was some people that shouldn't have been on the 
stage. 

Q Okay. So just to round it off, | know that you talked earlier about how you 


were paid by TPX, Tea Party Express -- 


A Uh-huh. 
Q_ --through Conservative Strategies. Did anybody else pay you for your work 
on the rally? 


A | received roughly $3,000 from Go BIG Media in conjunction with that 
project, same project. 

Q_ There's talk in your documents, and | don't know that it happened, that 
Women for America First or Turning Point might pay you and/or Katrina for your work?
